IMPORTANT INFORMATION 


The law requires all dogs six months or over to be 
licensed annually on or before the first day of January. 


Signs of Rabies - Unexplained aggression, impaired 
locomotion, varying degrees of paralysis, extreme depression 
or viciousness. The signs of rabies vary in animals. Some 
will display attack-like behavior while others appear sick or 
dazed. 

A valid certificate of spaying or neutering and of anti-rabic 
vaccination must be on file at the Clerk's Office.

By Mail 

Mail application, payment, a valid 
spaying/neutering certificate and rabies 
certificate, and a self-addressed stamped 
envelope, to receive dog tag. 

In Person 

Visit the Clerk's Office in the Town Hall and 
bring your application, payment, a valid 
spaying/neutering certificate and rabies 
certificate. 

Late Fees 

$50 fee applied to all delinquent applications 
after March 16, 2017.
